SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


RELIGIOUS AUTHORITY 


“ To distinguish between the holy 
and the profane, between the 
impure and the pure. And to teach 
the children of Israel all the statutes 
which the Lord hath spoken unto 
them by the hand of Moses”’ 


(Lev. x, 10-11). 


ITH admirable brevity 

these. two verses sum up 
| the sacred duties which 
devolved upon the priesthood of 
Being the reposi- 
tories of learning, theirs was the 
task to direct the people to 
appreciate the holy and to avoid 
the profane, to follow after the 


pure and to keep aloof from the 


impure. Since religious authority 
was vested in them, theirs was the 
responsibility to issue decisions as 


“well as to.guide and instruct. 


There is no power which possesses 
adequate sanctions to enforce 
religious regulations, nor can any- 
one- impose on any individual an 
imperative which js completely 


apparent weakness there are facets 


of human conduct which must be. 


labelled proper or improper, for 
we regard religion as co-extensive 
with life. | 


YT is in this connection that the 


- Torah points to a factor which 


deserves special consideration. Our 


context does not-refer to right and 
wrong, for this would imply. the 


imposition. of punishment by a 


Jegal. instrument the State. 


Instead, stress is laid on two aspects | 


of religious experience-—the holy 
and the profane, the pure and the 
impure. It is because we consider 
Judaism to be intricately’ woven 
into the pattern of: life in society 


and because these qualities are: 


essential for living the full Jewish 
life that we are convinced that such 


things as purity and holiness can- 
not be subjected to the whims. of 


the individual. Regulations must 
be devised for their attainment, .a 
code of condiict ntust be drawn up 
for their achievement which shall 
be binding upon the life of the 
Jew with a force equal to that of 
the law. 


spite. of this. 


Purity and holiness cannot be 
glibly regarded as a frame of 
mind or as an outlook on life. 
They are not abstract conceptions. 
Judaism regards them as a mode 


of living. There are laws govern- 
ing them which, in their fulfilment, 


help the individual so to mould 
and fashion his life as to approxi- 


mate to them. 


The unique feature of Judaism is 
that jt considers holiness and purity 
as an end to be achieved through 
the medium of religious observ- 
ance. “The commandments. were 
ordained,” said a_ fourth-century 
scholar, “in order to purify 
humans.” The method of observ- 
ance requires to be understood in 
terms of positive and negative 
aclion. Since they are acts which 
are binding on the conduct. of 
individuals they must be classified 
and codified just like any other 
laws designed to govern the pattern 
of. society., Because they are a 
code an expert is required to inter- 
pret and explain their purpose and 
applicability. 


JN ancient days it was the duty 


of the priests, who were trained 


under the instruction of experienced 


masters to give such guidance. 


With the destruction of the Temple 


and the collapse of the. priestly 
system the place of the priest was 
taken by the scholar, the trained 
layman who devoted his time and 
his energy to the study of the Torah 
and its: laws. 


to their pupils and they in turn 
passed on their wisdom to those 
who followed after them. 

This tradition. of. teaching has 
strengthened. the fabric of Jewish

desire on. the part of. pupils. to 
learn. Only through learning and 


the spread of knowledge will we 
be able to distinguish between the 
pure and the impure, between the 
holy and the profane.

Obituary 


BEN-A. SOCHACHEWSKY 


The death of Mr. Ben-A, Soche- 
chewsky, Editor of the Yiddish 
weekly the Jewisu. Voice, occurred 
suddenly im Southend last Saturday. 
He died from an attack of coronary 
thrombosis. In recent years his 
health had, as the result of a heart 
attack, been poor. He was 69 years 
of age. 

Mr. Sochachewsky was born in 
Lodz. He was a sensitive child and 
was no than 
seven years old 
when he wrote 
his first Yiddish 
verses. Qualities 
of independence 
and curiosity 
developed very 
early, and he left 
home by the time 
he was ten. As} 
a youth he con- 
tributed to Polish- 
Yiddish papers, 
and later was” 
employed by a Viennese- journal. 

Just before the First World War 
he came -to. this country with ‘the 


object of continuing his ‘literary — 
activity, 


: He would often recall the 
surprise shown by the immigration 


officials when, asked what’ was. his . 


occupation, he replied, Poet.” 
Shortly after. settling in London Mr. 
Sochachewsky joined the editorial 
staff of Dire (the JewisH TIMES), 


founded by the late: Mr. Morris Myer 


in 1913, and he continued to serve 
this last of London's Yiddish dailies 
until it ceased to exist in 1950. - 

The death of Die ZEIT caused much. 


concern. among the Yiddish-reading 
"public. 


The ot establishing 
a daily to. succeed ‘it were: found 
insuperable, and even es a weekly, 
Die (the Voice), 


was Started in 1951 it was only after. 
‘considerable. efforts bv a group of 


enthusiasts led by Mr. Sochachewsky, 
who -was made editor. . After the 


weekly had been launched the struggle 


to“maintain it was hard but was sur- 
mounted through the determination of 
the editor and his associates. 

Besides editing the journal he wrote 
articles, reviewed books and plays, 


and contributed poems. Last. Friday's. 


‘issue contained the eighth in a series 


of stories he wrote about a seer and 


wonder-worker, which . reflected a 
mystic element in his own make-up, 
This story told of the seer’s sadness 
at what he saw, of his prayer that phe 
Almighty would take away his power 
~-which was granted; and the writer 
ended with the announcement that he 
would write further about the seer 


only if his power to see came back, 
_and if it, was the Almighty’ $ will that 


he should do so. 
A number of volumes of Mr. 


Sochachewsky's poems have been pub- 


lished. One of them was. translated 
into English in 1951. 

His first wife, Leah, who died 13 
years ago, was an actress, and a 


‘member of the company of Yiddish 


players at the Pavilion, Whitechapel. 
He is survived by his second wife, 
Sarah, and by two sons of his first 
marriage, one of whom is Mr. 
Maurice Sochachewsky, the artist.

Union of Jewish Journalists and 
Writers in London observed one 


minute’s silence in memory of. Mr. 


Sochachewsky at a meeting, held on 
Menday at Congress House, W.1,

Dr. Franklin owas. a 
research scientist at Birkbeck College. 
where she worked in Professor J. D.

College, Cambridge, where she took 
a first-class honours degree and later 
her Doctorate in Natural Philosophy. 

Towards the end of the last war 


she was engaged in research on -the 
structure of coal and later worked in. 


French Government laboratories for 
a few years as a crystallographer. 
Returning to London she was made a 
Fellow of King’s College and ‘later of 
Birkbeck College, where she carried 
out most of the work which has 
gained for her a noteworthy reputation 
in scientific circles. | 

- Dr. Franklin was the author of 
matry scientific papers, and has lec- 


tured at universities in Europe and. 


America. She. has an important 
exhibit on the structure of the virus 
in the Brussels Exhibition. 

Six months ago Dr. Franklin 
received a grant to enable her to do 
research on the poliomyelitis virus.

RABBI H. KLEIN 


Rabbi Hyman Kicin, who died in

Panellists Disagree 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“In our present mass-produced 
world, it is as well for individyali; 
to be cherished and personality pre. 
served, and from that point of view 
intermarriage iS not a good thing if 
carried to excess,” said Lady Cynthia 
Colville, D.C.V.O., J.P., formerly 
Woman of the Bedchamber to Queen 
Mary, when she gave her views on the 
colour bar at a brains trust held by 
the Golders Green Synagogue Cyj- 
tural and Literary Society, jn the 
Joseph Freedman Hall of the syna- 
gogue, Dunstan Road, N.W.11,, on 
Sunday. 

The. other members of the panel 
were the Hon. Mr. Justice Salmon 
Mr. Gerald Hoffnung. Professor ¢ 
Tolansky, and Dr. J. Gordon. Mr. 
Seymour Craig presided. | 

Opinions on this topic varied to 
some extent, though all the panellists 
disagreed with the theory of racial 
segregation. Professor Tolansky said 


that it should be recognised that

between white 
and coloured 


and had been unfavourably impressed 
by their intellectual abilities, 


This observation was challenged by 
Mr. Sustice Salmon, who said he had 


met a number of Jamaicans who were

indefensible, and was shocked by the

Putting forward -his- opinion with 
much vehemence, Mr. © Hoffnung 
declared that ractal intolerance of any 
kind made his blood boil: There was 
nothing wrong, even from the medical 
point. of view, with mixed. marriages, 
which often resulted in children who 
were. above average looks - and 
intelligence, he said. 

The problem of intermarriage was

_ ance to Jews, said Dr. Gordon, and

in. Israel. It was not 
there for Anglo-Saxon Jews to marty 
Yemenis and members of other. dark- 
skinned races ; and the colour bar, as 
“such, did not exist at all. 
Discussing the causes of the. present 
rise in juvenile delinquency, most of 
the speakers placed the 
inadequate homes and uninterested 
parents. It was probably for this 
reason, said Professor Volansky. that 
there was noticeable 
juvenile. delinquency among Jews, 
whose home life was usually of a high 
standard.

That is why it is 
possible for them to hammer out 
national institutions for themselves.

FOUR days before Israel cele- 
brates the tenth anniversary of its 
existence as an independent State, 
Polish Jews, and with them repre- 
sentatives of “several other com- 
munities. including Anglo-Jewry, 
will gather in Warsaw to com- 


memorate another anniversary. It 


was on April 19 fifteen years ago 
that a handful of survivors of the 
once great Jewish community in 
Poland rose in revolt against the 
Nazi oppressors, l-armed with 
only a few hand-made weapons, 


without food, and with very little 


help from the outside world, they 
fought a desperate battle against a 
ruthless, barbaric, mighty 
enemy. As-on some other tragic 
occasions in Jewish history, all 
parties—and even among the sur- 
vivors in the ghetto, party divisions 
had continued-—were united in the 
relentless struggle against the 
Nazis. 
The Warsaw Ghetto. battle was 
not a fight for survival. The parti- 
cipants well knew that they could 
not save their lives: And, indeed, 
some of them who could have left 
the fighting ranks refused to do 
so. But unable to save their own 
lives they saved something which 
to the Jewish nation, and indeed 
to every nation, is more precious 
than. life. | 
and morale of. the Jewish people, 
and it is for this that the. memory 
of the Warsaw. Ghetto fighters will 
always. remain sacred. Their 
heroism ahd martyrdom can. never 
be forgotten: 
Some of us may. be inclined: to 
regard the. two memorable events 
taking place in the same month, 
one tragic, one joyful, as. mere 
‘eoincidence, ‘however providential. 
But to the’ fighters of the ghetto 
there was a link between the two. 
Faced’ with certain death these 
young Jews fought with the blue 
and white flag of Israel fluttering 
from the tops of the burning houses 
under which many of them were 
buried. By. another coincidence 
there appears also in our columns 
this week a review of a book—-the 
Joel Brand story-—-which, while not 
immediately connected ‘with the 


Warsaw Revolt, is. closely linked 


with that tragic period of ‘Jewish 
history. Whether 
otherwise, its publication here on 
the eve of Israel's ¢elebrations 1s

this. sensationalised form H may.

Jewish people did not do all they 
could. to save their brethren from 
the hands of the Nazis... There 
may be some, uninformed of the 
facts. who. will think that had we 
acted at the proper time hundreds 
of thousands of Hungarian Jews, 
now dead and whose 
book purports to advocate, would 
have been alive today to share with 
ws in the celebrations. of Israel’s 
independence. 


To yield to such a view would be 


to disregard the true nature of a 
very complex situation and to 
ignore many facts which -the. self- 


centred» author of .this..book. omits . 


from its pages. Joel Brand's 
presentation of his negotiations — 


with the Nazis reflects.no doubt, his 
own sincere impression of one of 
the most. tragic chapters in history, 
but it is not history. The author, 
or whoever prepared the book, 
shows a singular lack of knowledge 
of the prevailing situation at. that 
time in the Allied camp and of the 
enormous effort made by Jewish 
organisations to avert the doom- 
ing of Jews in Nazi hands. . [hose 
familiar with the rescue efforts will 
remember that. long before Joel 
Brand. Zionist organisations, and 
indeed other Jewish groups, made 
successful attempts to rescue Jews 
from enemy ‘territory. If they 
failed, as they did in many cases, 
it was because the Allies were un- 
able: perhaps some among them 
unwilling, to deviate from their 
conduct of the war and devote more 
attention to the — rescue 
threatened Jews, ‘They considered 
only one.way which would save the 
Allies and those Jews who could 
still be saved-—-namely, the achieve- 
ment of speedy victory.

END OF SESSION 
THE Board of Deputies meets on 
Sunday amid the “odour of dis- 


solution.” The triennial session’ is 
at an end, and in the few weeks 
that follow synagogue meetings will

ment, as there is no great issue, 
with which the Board is concerned, 
in which any considerable section of 
the Jewish public is deeply inter- 
ested. Personalities bring a heavier 
ripple to the surface. Who, for 
example, will be President next 
session ? The platform. will “be 
scrutinised closely 6m Sunday and 
possible changes will be can- 
vassed. Unfortunately, its debates 
often suggest that the Board is still 
far from.a sense.of the realities of 


position. 


This attitude. is. shown 
clearly. in relation. to 
Affairs and the State of Israel. The 
time. has passed when there were 
large bodies of Jews endangered by 
persecution living under Govern- 
ments that were susceptible to 
representations from British sources, 
but the Board does not always give 
the impression of having adjusted 
itself to the new situation. The 
delicacy of Israel's position is well 
known, but the contribution of the 
Erets Israel Committee towards the 
evolution of a more favourable 
British policy is limited by. its lack 
of independence. The distribution 
of Claims Conference funds is a 
matter of the greatest importance 
on which British Jewry under the 
leadership of the Board might have 
exerted more influence had it been 


-handled differently at an earlier 


stage. To be quite fair one should 
add that the British Jews are at. an 


obvious disadvantage, through the. 
numbers, in 


smallness .of _ their 
having to face the massed battalions 
of the American Joint Distribution 
Committee and the Jewish Agency, 
in whose combined hands _ the 
ultimate decisions must always rest. 

The particular subjects over 
which debates at the Board have 
become animated do not call for 
detailed review. In home affairs 
the Board’s most serious problem 
has been the defence of Shechita, 
and it can find satisfaction at the 
respite (if not complete freedom 
from anxiety) promised by the 
defeat of the Crouch Bill. Within 
the limits of the session there have 
occurred the Tercentenary of the 
Resettlement of the Jews in this 
country and the completion of the 


tenth year of the State of Israel. 


On the personal side, the session 
opened with important changes 
among the honorary officers. After 
servitg mine years as a_ Vice- 
President, Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., 
was elected President, to succeed 
the Rev, Dr. Abraham Cohen; 


Mr. B. B. Lieberman joined Alder-.

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Board’s fund-raising efforts, in 
spite of the heavy work put in by 
Mr. Landau on this matter, sug- 
gests that the Board would benefit

Among the personalia of the 
session has been the completion by 
the: Board's Secretary, Mr. A. G. 
Brotman, of 25 years’ devoted ser- 
vice ; and there has been the death 
of two of his principal assistants. 
These events of necessity draw 


attention to staff problems, although 


among the deputies staff problems 
seem to go unheeded. Perhaps one 
of the Board’s greatest handicaps 
has been its failure to adjust itself 
to a Situation in which the decline of 
the old leisured class and the prolt- 


feration of national and inter-— 
‘National organisations makes 
necessary the devolution of 


authority to trained administrators 
and; as a sine qua non, the recruit- 
ment and training of officials of 
calibre... Here again, 
however, financial problems intrude 
their unwelcome. presence, but the 
whole matter is not the least signifi- 
cant among the problems that have

From the time of their dis- 
persal until the establishment of the 
State of Israel there was no country 
in the world which they could enter 
as of right when expulsion or perse- 
cution drove them out from where 
they had made their home. From 
the early Middle Ages to the present 
time such fate befell them in 
country after. country. It is not 


surprising, therefore, that Jews were 


in the forefront of those tried 
to establish an effective inter- 


‘nationally accepted right of asylum. 


For some time now international 
lawyers have debated the problem 
without coming to any agreement 
on what “Right of Asylum” 
means. There is agreement only on 
one point, a negative one. “ Right 
of Asylum” js not the right of a 
person to go and settle in any 
country he wishes to, no matter on 
what grounds. The word “asylum ” 


implies. that the person seeking 


asylum: must be in some grave per- 
sonal danger, which forces him to 
look for protection. But at this 
point the agreement among inter- 
natiohal lawyers ends. 


Two Schools of Thought 
One school of thought believes 
that right of asylum gives a right 
to an individual whose life or free-

A 


second school of thought maimtains 


that right of asylum ts only the 
-right of a State to grant asylum to 


a subject of another State without 


thereby giving that other State a. 


justified right to complain. 


Originally, “asylum ” had a reli- 
cious significance. A person fleeing 


from. enemies or trying to evade 
arrest by temporal authorities fled 


to a religious sanctuary, where his 


enemies or the temporal authorities 
Even 
now relics of. this type of asylum 
exist. The ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, 
when he led the rebellion against 
the. British in Palestine, fled to a 


mosque where the authorities dared 


not arrest him. But this aspect of 


asylum became more and more. 


blurred and the right assumed a 
political character: as such it con- 
cerned——until after the First. Worid 
War--only individuals and. small 
groups. 

The reason why the right of 
asylum jn the modern sense played 
no role. until recently. is. easily 


Q people have been more — 


hundreds of thousands. 


explained. Whenever a large group — 


was being persecuted—usually on 


religious grounds—they had 


difficulty jin finding a country that 
would give them a new home. This 
was the experience of the 
Huguenots from France, as it was 
of persecuted Jews, from the 


-Middle Ages until the period of the 


pogroms in Tsarist Russia. 
Immigration difficulties and the 
need to obtain visas hardly existed 


atthat time. Millions of Jews from 


Russia, for instance, were freely 
admitted into America, Western 
Europe, and Britain. The problems 


at that time were transport and wel- 


fare, not the right of asylum. All 
this changed after the First World 
War. Passports and visas were 
demanded almost everywhere, and 
migration became more and more 
difficult. When Nazi persecution 


Started, it was impossible to find 


havens for the victims of Nazism 
in the rest of the world, although 
the number of German Jews who 
had to leave their countries was 
only a fraction of the number of 
Russian Jews who, 20.or 30 years 
earlier, had to emigrate and who 
found new homes quite easily. 
Visas were granted sparingly, quota 
systems, restrictions, and the 
requirement of labour permits made 
things enormously difficult. 


Refugees Turned Back 


__ International conferences and the 
League of Nations discussed the 


problem, without being able to - 
achieve much: Not only were the 


Jews from Germany, and later from 
other. Nazi-dominated parts of 
Europe, refused entry visas, but also 
thousands who desperately tried to 
flee were turned back at the fron- 
tiers. across which they were seeking 
asylum or, if they succeeded in 
crossing them, were forcibly. sent 
back to death or torture. The right 
of asylum, from being an academic 
subject of discussion among a. few 
international lawyers, had become 
a matter of life and death for 
It did not 
affect Jews alone... Millions of non- 
Jewish displaced persons, who 
could not or would not return to 
their old hames after the defeat 
of the Nazis, were kept waiting 
in. camps, and very large numbers 
even today are still waiting.

The horror at the effects of 
Genocide committed by the Nazis 
roused public opinion during the 
first years after the war. It was 
felt that something effective had to 
be done to make the right of asylum 
a reality. I was present when the 
Universal Declaration of Human

which read as follows : “ Everyone 
has the right to seek and to be 
granted in other countries asylum 
from persecution.””

Lehman in mind. But the job has— 


proved to be an active one and 
there is no mistake about it: Mr. 
Lehman is the boss of the com- 
mittee. 


Firm Supporter of Israel 


There is in the United States no 
firmer supporter of Israel than Mr. 
Lehman. It is as an American and 
as a Jew that he views the Jewish 
State, and his identification with 
Israel is with “my coreligionists ” 
rather than with “my co-nationals.” 
This. position has led him to state- 
ments and actions utterly opposed 
to those of the State Department, 
regardless of what party was in 
power at the moment, and to close 
association with the Zionist Move- 
ment, the United Jewish Appeal, 
and the Bonds for Israel campaign. 

“IT am as busy as I have ever 


have never 


been,” he told callers who came to 
interview him...“ have. returned 


to -all my early interests—charit- 


able, religious, educational.” And 
he added: “I feel fine.” He said 
that he had even overcome a heart 


condition which caused his family 


a great deal of worry only some 
months ago. 

“ My attitude towards important 
social questions has not changed 
very much in many, many years,” 


he said, adding that he was not 


sure that “this is something to 
brag about.”: He recalled that. in 
1924, as a successful business man 


and banker. he was introduced into 


labour mediation work in response 
to a personal plea from Governor 
Alfred E. Smith. Mr. Lehman said 
he had hoped that Governor Smith 
would win the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President that year, and 
he had taken on the assignment 
partly because he thought it might 


help the Governor. 


Successful Mediator 


The strike that year, as this year 
when Mr. Lehman again acted as a. 
mediator, was in the dress industry. 
The mediation was successful, but 
Mr. Smith’s. candidacy was rot. 

Four years later Mr. Lehman 
ran for Laeutenant-Governor when 
he was persuaded that this would 
help Mr..Smith win the Presidency. 
The candidate for Governor was 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. Mr. Smith 
lost to Herbert Hoover, but the 
Roosevelt-Lehman candidacy was 
successful in New York. In that 
State, the tradition of Democratic 
Liberalism established by Mr. 
Smith prevailed against the 
national tide, and, in fact, took on 
added life there. — 

When Mr, Roosevelt went to the 
White House in 1933, Mr. Lehman 
succeeded him as Governor, and 
served for ten years. In New York 


Sate, the Lehman " Little New 


Deal” was a mirror image of the 


' Roosevelt national New Deal. 


_ During. the ‘war. years, Mr. 
Lehman served as Director-General 


Unrra on Mr. Roosevelt’s nomi-— 
nation. After the war Mr. Lehman. 


stood for the Senate against Mr. 
John. Foster Dulles—and won, 
after a campaign which was marked 
by overtones, at least, of anti- 
semitism on Mr. Dulles’s part. Mr. 
Lehman does not now speak of this 


period, but it is known that. the- 


campaign cut deeply into his con- 
sciousness as a Jew. . |

It is inevitable that hs “ retire- 
ment” finds. him immersed in the 
problems of today and tomorrow.

He works six days a_ week, 
keeping three secretaries busy 
answering the 200 to 300 letters he 
get§ daily.

The matter of the right of asylum 
has been on the agenda of the 
Human Rights Commission for 
many years, but so far down that 
it could never be reached:.

_A Part of International Law 


Our aim is the eventual drafting

Refugee Convention, thus making

When the item came up. at the 
1957 session of the Human Rights 
Commission, France proposed a 


declaration on similar lines to those — 
drawn up by the. Co-ordinating 
Board, and the French proposal 


was sympathetically received by 
most delegations, with the exception 
of Soviet Russia and. the Ukraine, 
The United Kingdom, which at the 
meeting unfortunately in many 
cases adopted a rather negative 
_ attitude in matters concerning 
human rights, supported the request, 
and the U:K delegate expressed the 
view that if a declaration were 


drawn up it might well be on the 


basis of the proposal made by the 
Co-ordinating Board. 
mission had not sufficient time left

THE JOEL BRAND STORY. 
_ Correcting a Possible Misinterpretation 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu 


Sik,—I have only just seen a copy 
of the Opserver of March 13 
announcing the serial publication of 
the “Joel Brand Story.” It is said 
therein with regard to Brand's nego- 
trations with and on behalf of the 
Nazis for an exchange of Jewish lives 
for -Allied trucks, inter alia: “ The 
bargain fell through when the 
British and Jewish authorities could 
not believe in its possibility.” 

Having studied the available 
sources dealing with this event for 


my book “Winston Churchill on 
Jewish Problems” (published in 
1956), where the Brand affair is 


referred to’ on pages 130-35, | feel 
it to be my duty to correct a possible 


misinterpretation that may arise from. 


this announcement. 

Jn order to arrive as near as pos- 
sible to an objective assessment, one 
should read the “ Brand Story,” as 
it is a document of an_ individual 
prominently engaged in the matter, 


wm conjunction with other contem- 


porary sources.. For 1 believe that a 
final conclusion must remain highly 
hypothetical because. of the great 
gap in the documents available and 
because. of the very nature of this 
extraordinary incident. 

However. the conclusion which the 
OBSERVER reaches that: “ the British 
and Jewish~ authorities. could fot 


believe in its possibility” is not 
corroborated by the documentary 
evidence. . This shows that the 


bargain fell through not because the 


British and Jewish authorities did not | 
believe in its possibility, but for other 


reasons, 
Let us first quete what the Jewish 


Agency stated in connection with the 


Brand offer. ‘In the official ~ Political 
Report of the London Office. of the 


Executive of the Jewish Agency, sub-_ 


mitted to the Twenty-Second Zionist 
Congress at Basle, December, 1946, 
it is stated on pages 47-48: 


“During the summer of 1944 the 
Executive were. concerned with efforis 
to bring heip to the Jews of Hungary, 
against whom the Nazis were. then 
intensifying their campaign . of destruc- 
According to reports, some 
400.000 Jews were deported in May of 
that year to Poland, where 100,000 of 
them were put-to death. Owing to 
ihe horrible fate which threatened the 
remaining 300,000, as well as the 
350.000 who were still. in Hungary, tt was 
imperative that immediate and effective 
counter-measures should. be taken. Even 
before the full extent of this impending 
disaster was known, a message reached 
the Executive in London from Ankara 
early in June:thait a German ‘plane had 

rived at Istanbul carrying as passen- 
f gers a high Gestapo official who had 
brought wih him a prominent and 
respected member of the Jewish com- 
muaky in Budapest. The latter managed 
to get a message conveyed to British 


reason ito suppose” that the German 
authorities: were prepared to “spare the 
lives of. the remaining 350,000 Jews, and 
even to Jet them leave for abroad, in 
exchange for certain war materials. It 
Was suggested that the Jews should be 
sent in. baiches to Spain and Portugal, 
to be deah with by the appropriate 
bodies on behalf of the United Nations: 
and as a token of Germany's .‘ good 
wil and sincerity.’ it was proposed that 
5.000 to 10,000 Hungarian Jews would 
be transferred to Spain before the con- 
clusion of the bargain. The” Jewish 
emissary goi into touch with the Jewish 
Agency, and with the knowledge of the 
British authorities proceeded to Syria, 
where he was taken into custody by the 
British Military Authorities, He was 
there seen by Mr. Sheriok [now.. Mr. 
Sharett] and subsequently released and 


allowed to. enter Palestine. 


Foreign Secretary about this 
Three weeks later Mr. Shertok arrived 
it London and called at the Foreign 
Office to discuss the question of the 
rescue of Jews from Hungary. It was 
agreed to keep ihe matter going, so as 
iO gain time’ and peosipone further 
deportations, On July 10 Dr. Weizmann.

One other important fact emerges 
from. the official Report of the Jewish 
Agency: They knew that the deporta- 
tions of Jews from Hungary to 
Poland went on while Brand talked 
to their leaders: and Brand himselt 
did not conceal from them the fact 
that his mission aimed at sparing the 
lives of the “remaining” 350,000 
Jews. | 

Nor. does it anywhere appear in 
the literature that the British authori- 
ties doubted the possibility of the 
Nazi offer. 

A few contemporary sources on 
that issue are available. Ira A. 
Hirschmann, the representative of the 
War Refugee Board set up by. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, talked with Brand tn 
Cairo, in the presence of British 
Intelligence Officers, and published 
the gist of the interview in his book 
“Life Line to a Promised Land.” 
(New York, 1946), on pages 117-32. 
From his description it is quite clear 
that the attitude of. the British and 
American ©Gevernments differed 
fundamentally on the issue. Before 
Hirschmann flew to Cairo, Cordell 
Hull, Secretary of State in Washing- 
ton, received an aide memoire trom 
Lord Halifax, British Ambassador in. 
Washington, detailing hrs 
men's objections Yo participating im 


any discussion with agents” (page 
107). And Lord Moyne, Cabinet 
Member and British Minister of 


State in the. Middle East, repeated 
Lord Halifax's arguments during his 
first talk with Hirschmann in Caro, 
stressing “that the. British Govern-

of accepting bribes or being caught 
in a net of trick psychological .war- 
fare: that this could be one of the 
Nazis’ many devious tricks. The Very 
idea of -exchanging money or 
material in the midst of war was 
revolting.

THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE, after the B.B.C. announce- 
ment, reported : ” The British 
Washington and Moscow regarding 
the proposed scheme,. which official 
British circles regard as a foul and 
blatant attempt to divide the Allies ”’ 
(July 21, 1944, page 1). : 

This reveals an entirely . different 
approach: not one of belief or dis- 
belief in the Brand story, but of 
mter-Allied policy. Hirschmann tells 
us m his book (page 120), and the 
B.B.C. announcement confirmed it, 
that the Nazi offer “ lives for trucks ” 


was accompanied by the promise. that 


these materials would not be used 
against the Western Alliés. This 
meant that they were to be used 


“only” on. the Eastern Front. “At 


that particular juncture the Russians 
were viewing Britain and the U.S.A. 
with some suspicion; and, as they. 
were already in Rumania and in the 
foothills of the Carpathian mountains, 
they could easily have blocked any 
escape routes.

‘BRADY CLUBS TO MERGE» 


Inquiry Committee’s Proposals 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Transformations are in store for the 


- Brady Clubs and Settlement, for many 
years a stronghold of Jewish youth 
activity in the East End of London, 
The resignation later this year of Miss 
Miriam. Moses, O.B.E., J.P., from the 
Wardenship of the Settlement, a 


position which she has held since its 


inception in 1935, will coincide with 
number of: important, changes in 
structure and policy. 

These changes are the outcome of 
suggestions put forward by a Com- 
mittee of Inguiry which was set up 
recently, under the ‘auspices of the 
Brady Executive, to investigate the 
effect on the Clubs of the dwindling 
of the Jewish population in Stepney. 
| learned of them in an interview with 
Mr. Sydney Drage, Chairman of the 
AJ.Y. Clubs’ Advisory Committee 
(who acted as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Inquiry), and Mr. Frank 
Austin, J.P.,° Vice-President of the 

Brady Clubs and Acting Chairman of 
the Brady Clubs’ Executive. 


“ Co-Educational ” Establishment 


Most important of all is the decision 
of the Committee to abolish the sex 
barriers, now considered somewhat 
archaic, which have hitherto existed 
in the over-15 age group, and to 


amalgamate the Boys’ Club and the . 


Girls” Club into one centralised, 
educational” establishment... This 


results from the observation made by 


the committee that girls clubs. were 
experiencing a falling-off in. member- 
ship, and also that no single-sex 
Jewish club, male or female, had been 
formed since the war. The committee 
believes it is the effect of wide- 
spread co-education in schools that 


has led to a demand for more. 
“mixed”. activities out of school. 
hours. Out of 120 schools. in. the 


Stepney, Bethnal Green, and Poplar 
twelve. are not 


areas only 
educational, and these few exception 
are mainly of the grammar school 


variety. 


The proposed amalgamation of 
activities will also lead to an amal- 
ganfation of premises. At present the 
et Club building is in Durward 


Street. while the Girls’ Club. and 
Settlement has- its headquarters in 
Hanbury Street, Following the 


inquiry, it has been decided to house 
the entire organisation in Hanbury 
Street--a scheme which will inevitably 
‘call for many alterations and additions 
to the existing premises. 
include the building of additional 
classrooms, a new hall for gymnastics 
and games, and changing rooms and 
showers for the boys. Negotiations 


are to take place with the L.C.C. for 
the purchase of additional land in - 


Hanbury Street, but it is believed the 
response will be sympathetic. While 
the exact sum of money required 
for the enlarging and reconstruction of 
the building has. not. yet been 
estimated, there is: no doubt that it 
will be considérable, and that it will 
be necessary for an appeal for, funds 
to be made to the community.

“arms from. the whole world.” 
Some French papers wrote : “ The 
Poles set fire to the ghetto as a 
revenge for ‘Katyn. 
are doing what they can to defend 
the. attacked.”

The Germans

In those places 
where formerly the tram used to 
stop, long lines of drays and carts 
drew up. Ladder-sided wagons, 
box-like. carts, and the so-called 
“hele.” The drivers used chairs in 
place of steps and placed benches 
or stools. inside. -For a trip which 
equalled two or three tram stages 


passengers had to pay as much as — 


for fifteen tram journeys previously. 

That memorable spring of. 1943 
the Christian -Easter holiday 
occurred at 
During the whole of Passion Week 
unceasing processions. their 
way to the walls, They did not 
cease even. during the feast. itself. 
The words: “ Go now, the mass is 
over, Allelujah, Allelujah,” were to 
sooner heard than the crowds from 
the overflowing churches, with fresh 


flowers in their hands, streamed 
towards the walls, towards the 
spectacle. Towards the Warsaw 


Passover spectacle. 
~ It was, indeed, a spectacle out of 
the ordinary. The inhabitants of 
the neighbouring houses saw how, 
beyond the walls, people half insane 
rushed out of cellars and, lizard- 
like, stealing from one floor to 
another, higher and higher. The 
fire crept up on them, the bullets 
pursued them, and they, in their 
helplessness, in their hopelessness, 
searched for a 
hidden from the eyes of the police 
detachments. And when the flames 


began to lick their feet the husband 
handed the. child to his wife, and. 
then they jumped, first the woman 


with the little one, then the man. 
The firemen, whose duty it was to 
watch on the near-by roofs to see 


that the flames did not reach the.

Ghetto Aflame 


The glow of the flames was 
visible constantly in every corner 
of the city. Their reaction to all 
this, to the children who were.being 
burned. alive, was: “It’s in the 
ghetto”-—and “Calm will. be 
restored,” 

The ghetto was aflame. Those 
outside jt were heard saying: 
“How lucky that there is no wind, 
otherwise our houses would also be 
burned down.” A_ Heinkel 
bomber long circled smoothly over- 
ehead in the fragrant. spring air 
before. penetrating the area of 
smoke to drop its bomb-load. of 
“eggs.” Beyond the walls people 
were dying with the conviction that 


_ bestiality had reached its lowest 


depths. General Sikorski appealed 
‘to conscience. But we, who were 
on the spot, saw how tiny, how 
frail, was human conscience 
Detonations shook the. earth, 
streets, but not the people.

Indifference and Agony |

Paris——Thursday 
Forty-eight hours after the defeat 
of Felix Gaillard’s Govern- 
ment, the Fourth Republic's twentieth 
in twelve years, it was still too early 
whether there would be a 
change in the excellent relations 


existing between France and Israel. 


There appears, however, to be no 
danger of a change in Franco-Israeli 
relations if a constitutional solution 1s 
finally arrived at. 

Like the Bourges - Maunoury 
Government which preceded it, the 
Gaillard Government was brought 
down by the combined vote of the 
extreme Right and Left. One of the 
main speeches was delivered by M. 
Jacques Soustelle, the Gaullist former 
Governor-General of. Algeria. M. 
Soustelle is listed among possible 
future premiers. If he were to 
attempt the formation of a Govern- 
ment, and, more problematically still, 


obtain a majority in the assembly, 


Israel would be assured of his stead- 


fast friendship. 


If, on the other hand, a left-of- 
centre coalition were to emerge from 
the crisis, it would be led by the 


former Premier, M .Guy Mollet, or 


one of his political associates. They, 
too, have shown a deep and sincere 
friendship for. Israel. |
